The history of nations demonstrates, that in- 
voluntary servitude not only plunges the slave 
into the depths of .misery, but renders a great 
portion of community dependant and wretched, 
aud the remainder tyranic and indolent. 
Opulence, acquired by the slavery of others; 
degenerates its possessoís, and destroys the phys- 
ical powers of government. Principles so de- 
grading, are inconsistent with the primitive dig- 
nity of man, and his natural rights. 
Slavery is incompatible with the vital princi- 
ples of all free governinents, and tends to their 
‘the greatest source 
of national wealth, stifles the love- of freedom; 
and endangers the safety of the nation. — — 
Tt is- prohibited by the laws of nature ; which 
are equally binding on governments and indi- 
viduals. 'Phe right to introduce and establish 
slavery, in a free government, does not exist. 
The declaration of Independence, declares, 
as self-evident truths, “'That all men are created 
equal—that they are endowed by their Creator 
with certain unalienable rights; that . among 
these are life, liberty, and the pursuit of happi- 


ness. That to seeure these rights, governments 


are instituted among men, deriving their just 
powers from the governed: That whenever 
any form of government becomes destructive of 
these ends, it is the right of the people to alter 
or abolish it." | 

'Fhe Constitution of the United States, and of 
the several states, have recognized these princi- 
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pies as the basis of their governments: and have 4-D. 1820 
expressly inhibited the introduction or exteri 
sion of slavery, or impliedly disavow the right. — 

The power of congress to require the prohi- 

bition of slavery in the constitution of à state, 
to be admitted as one of >the United States, is 
confirmed by the admission of nei states accord- 
ing to the ordinance of 1787—arid by a consti- 
tutional * guarantee to every state in the Union 
of a republican form, of gopernment.” This pow- 
er in congress is also admitted in the act of 
March 6, 1820, which declares, that in all that 
territory ceded, under the name of Louisiana; 
which lies north of 36 deg. 30 min. north lati- 
. tude, “slavery and involuntary servitude shall 
be forever prohibited. 

. Where slavery existed in the states, at .the 
time of the adoption of the constitution of the 
United States, a spirit of compromise, or painful 
necessity, may have excused its continuance ; 
but can never justify its introduction into a 
state to be admitted from the territories of the 
United States, i 

Though slavery is not expressly prohibited 
by the constitution, yet that invaluably instru- 
ment contains powers, first principles, and self- 
evident truths, which. bring us to the same re- 
sult, and lead us to liberty and justice, and the 
equal rights of man, from which we ought nev- 

-er to depart. “In it is clearly seen a deep and 
humiliating sense of slavery”—and a cheering 
hope that it would, at some future period, be. 
abolished—and even a determination to do it: 

It is apparent that servitude produces in the 
slave holding states, peculiar feelings, local at- 
tachments, and separate interests :—and should 
it be'extended into new states, “it will have a 
tendency to form a combination of power, which 
will controf ino measures of the general govern-

the physical force of the nation. 

The people of the United States adopted the 
constitution “to forma more perfect union o 
the several states; fo establish justice; to secure 
domestic tranquility, provide for the common 
defence; promote the general welfare, and se- 
curé thé blessings of liberty ;” and have thereby, 
blended; and mseparably connected the interests, 
ihe safety and welfare of every state in the 
union. We therefote, become deeply concern- 
ed in the fundamental principles of the consti- 
tution of any new state; to be admitted into the 
union. Whatever powers are necessary to cat- 
ry into effect the great objects of the union, 
are implied in the constitution, and vested in the 
several departments of the general government: 

The act of the United States, authorising a 
provisional admission of Missouri into the union 
as a state, does not pledge the faith of govefn- 
mentíto admit, whatever may be its constitution 
or system of state government :—For that consti- 
tution, by the act, must be republican, and not re- 
pugnant to the constitution of the United States. 

From information, it is to be seriously appre- 
hended that Missouri will present to congress; 
for their approbation, a constitution which de- 
clares—that “the General Assembly shall have 
no power to pass laws--First, for the eman- 
cipation of slaves,. without the- consent of 
iheir owners, or without paying them, before 
emancipation, a full equivalent for such slaves; 
so emancipated”—and, “secondly” to pre-ent 
emigrants from bringing slaves into said state; 
so long as slavery is legalized therein. 

It is also made the imperious duty of its legis- 
Jature, to pass laws, as soon as may be “ To pre- 
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vent free negroes and mulattoes from coming to, 
and settling in that state, under any pretence 
whatever." 
'These powers, restrictions, and provisions, to 
legalize and perpetuate slavery, and to prevent 
citizens of the United States; on account of their

origin, color or features, from emigrating .to . 


Missouri, are repugnant to a republican govern- 
ment, and in direct violation of the constitution 
of the United States. 

If Missouri be permitted to introduce and le- 
galize slavery by her constitution, and we con- 
sent to her admission, we shall justly incur the 
charge of insincerity in our civil institutions, 
and in all our professions of attacliment to lib- 
erty. It will bring upon the constitution and 
declaration of indépendence, a deep stain which 
cannot be forgotten, or blotted out! “It will 
deeply affect the union in its resources, politi- 
cal interests, and character." oO 

The admission of another new state into the 
union, with à constitution which gudrántees se- 
curity and profection to slavery, and the cruel 
and unnatural traffic of any portion of the hu- 
man race, will be ap error which the union can- 
not correct, and an evil which may endanger the 
freedom of the, nation. er 

Congress never ought, and we trust never will, 
plant the standard of thé union in Missouri, to 
wave oyer the heads of involuntary slaves, * who 
have nothing they ean eall their own, éxcept 
their sorrows and their sufferings,” and a life be- 
yond. the grave—and who: can never tasté the 
sweets of liberty, uuless they obtain it by force 
or by flight. Nor cana community made up of 
masters and slaves, ever enjoy the blessings of 
liberty, and the benefits of a free government :
